Per Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Cornwall, Aug. 1.— The steamer 
Passport of the Montreal and Toronto 
line, struck the pier at the lower en- 
trance to the canal at 10:30 last even- 
ing. She is sinking in 20 feet of water. 
The passengers and baggage have been 
taken oft'. 

Tohonto, Aug 1. - Thomas Caron 
the commercial traveller who attempt- 
ed Buicide last week by shooting liim- 
iielf in the head, died at the hospital 
this morning after terrible suffering. 
He is said to he a nephew of Sir Ad- 
olphe Gsron. J le refused to assign any 
reason toi the rash act. 

The creditors of the wholesale dry 
goods firm of Jennings cfc Hamilton 
have resolved upon an assignment of 
the estate. The liabilities are §110,- 
000, which include direct and indirect. 
Of the direct liabilities the Bank of 
Commerce is in for §10,000, in addition 
to the §60,000 wortli|of customers paper 
whioh the bank holds as collateral for 
unsecured creditors. The assets are 
placed nominally at $3 1,000. 

The Globe publishes a long commu- 
nication from Hon. Win. MacDuugall, 
regarding the settlement of the Hud- 
son Bay question, and editorially says: 
"These facts are published for the first 
time and form a most important con- 
tribution to Cinndian history. They 
ehow that had if not been for the per- 
sonal influence of Gladstone, Canada 
would not have been al'owed to ac 
quire the Northwest Territory except 
on terms much less favorable than 
those actually obtained. If it were pos- 
sible Gladstone would be held iu still 
greater esteem in Canada as the effect 
• of this revelation than ho now is," 

HALIFAX, Aug 2. — A special meeting 
of shareholders of the Pictou bank to- 
day voted to close up the bank. It 
started in 1 87."j with n capital of $250, • 
000, and a. few years' great prosperity 
«ai succeeded by n series of extraor- 
dinary and disastrous mismanagement, 
tbu result being that the bank has lost 
some £250,000. The story of the die 
asters of this hank is not surpassed by 
any banking record either in Canada 
or the United States. The business of 
the Pictou bank will be swallowed up 
by the Bank of Nova Scotia.

CHINESE R ESTRIOTION . 

Tho Knighti of Labor, in an uddrosa 
presented toSIrJohrl Maodonnld yonter- 
iiay, spoke of the provisions of the 
Chiueao restriction aa being evaded in 
thia province because of the unwilling- 
ness of thoae whose duly it is to enforce 
them. Wo must Bay that wo think thiH 
Htateiueiit could not be maintained, and 
that any want of effect in the result will 
ootne rather from tho ineflioacy of the 
maasure itself than from any lack of 
proper observance on tho part of those 
deputed to see that its provisions are car- 
ried out. That the result of Chinese im- 
migration is malifio can hardly now be 
reasonably questioned — the experienoe of 
British Columbia being but a repetition 
of that of California and the Australian 
oolonioa. Iti the eastern statos the rea- 
sons for tho complaint of California were 
not credited or, rather, not properly ap- 
preciated, hi Eastern Canada the cry 
of British Columbia against Chinese 
was imputod to laziness, jealousy, 
and u host of similar incentives by 
those who not seeing the ovila of this 
class of immigration spoke without know- 
ing or perhaps caring, and apoke with all 
the positivism that marks irros- 
ponsiblo utterances. The objection 
lo thia race of people winch first found 
vciice hero many years u^'ii would have 
borne Fruit far earlier had 11 not been 
that there was an element in British Col- 
umbia which not directly experiencing 
1 ho evil results of Chinese labor had no 
sympathy with those who did, uud thus 
prevented unity uf action and delayed 
1 lie advent of what would, had it came 
before the completion ot* the (.'. P. 1'., 
have undoubtedly served as a spur to in- 
creased immigration of white settlers. 
The Chinese are too conservative a race to 
desire to adopt the manners and customs 
of a foreign race, and keep aloof from 
these even whilo living in their midst. 
]f, as tiie Knights ussert, the Chinese 
Restriction act fails tu meet the 
end for which it is presumed to 
have been enacted, the true remedy lies 
in the suggestion made farther on in their 
address that in all government works and 
public works of any kind, it be a special 
stipulation that no Chinese be employed. 
If thia were done the inducements offered 
to these people would cease, and with 
such would cease tlieir immigration, for 
they came for employment — to make 
money and go home again; and the 
thought of making homos for themselves, 
and settling permanently never enters 
their heads. The Canadian Pacilic is 
now finished, and will quickly bring a 
surplus of white labor for any kind of 
work, no m&tterof what magnitude, sothat 
tho excuse that white labor is scarce can- 
not be advanced as it has baen before 
when Buch labor has been easily obtain- 
able. Tho true panacea is tho exclusion 
of Chinese from employment on all public 
works, and if thia is consistently done 
Chinese immigration to British Columbia 
will be practically prohibited. 

RIEL'8 GHOST. 

LouiH Kiel is dead and buried these many 
months). He Buffered death at the bands ol 
the common hangman. Hl8 crime was 
treason to the government of tiie Dominion. 
Tho house of commons Affirmed the justice 
of bin punishment in the largest majority 
ever given by that body. Among those who 
voted with tho majority was tho Hon. 
Alexander Mackenzie, former liberal leader, 
and many reformers. Mr. Blake, ucfortu- 
nttely lor his party, votod for the minority 
— he was, in f.ict, the mover of the resolu- 
tion lo condemn the txioutiou. The recent 
flection at Ohambly is regarded as a teat of 
public SfiitiuiL-ut in the French province on 
the Siel matter. It will bo fortunate for 
tho reformers if it has not committed their 
party to the policy of race and revenge as 
enunriiuted by the rouges of Quebec. When 
Hon. Mr. Uhaplesn was speaking at Cham- 
bly a hangman's noose was shaken in his 
nice and he was referred 10 us "that hang- 
man Chapleau. " Two portrait's of Kiel 
labeled "Martyr," were displayed on either 
sido of the secretary of state and his posi- 
tion was rendered as uncomfortable as tho 
fanatical portion of his audience could 
make it. The majority tor the rouge candi- 
date was 515. At the general election four 
years ago the majority for .Mr. Benoit, con- 
servative, was D00. It is clear that although 
Kiel was hanged his ghost has not been 
laid. Jlin shadn stalks abroad and iH des- 
lined to ocoupy every platform in the Do- 
minion at the next general election. In 
Quebec the reformers, by pushing Kiel's 
ghoat to the front, will surely gain. Hut 
will they not lose proportionately in the 
I .uglish-spcaking provinces. If the reform 
party in committed by the resolution of Mr. 
T'luko uud the election nt ('humbly to tho 
"revenge"' policy, the result in Ontario 
cannot be doubtful. The question is one 
lhat should have been interred with Kiel's 
l.nnes, but il has returned to v.-s and bar 
row all parties and they may well exolaiiu

' A letter Irom Judge Armstrong of the 
; Upper Sun river, gives the particulars of 
the drowning of Miss Jane Mi-Arthur, 
! formerly of this city, in a heroic ellort to 
save the lives of others. The letter is 
undated, but it is presumed the cataa- 
■ tropho took place last Wednesday. Miss 
McArthur a year or two ago went into the 
I cattle business in the section named, and 
it the time of the accident was encamped 
on the banks of tho Sun river with her 
I old mother and two hired men. The 
( men were gone tithing down the river, 
i Judge Armstrong, with his wife and 
' daughter of 15, u sou of 12 and his spin- 
ster sister, attempted to ford the river 
! with a four-horse team. Coming down 
the bank the horses became un- 
I manageable and ran into deep 
I water, upsetting tho wagon and spilling 
the family into tho rapid current. 
Armstrong couldn't swim and held to the 
lines, while the other tour were left strug- 
gling in the river. Miss McArthur, who 
was an excellent swimmer, saw the acci- 
dent and ran to their assistance, throwing 
off her heavier clothing by the time of 
reaching the bank She plunged into the 
water, seized tho boy and swam ashore 
with him, then went buck und brought 
the girl ashore, and next Mrs Armstrong. 
Though very much exhausted, she swam 
out again to rescue the sister, who was a 
woman about fifty pounds heavier than 
herself. The woman was already in a 
drowning struggle, and seized hor rescuer, 
resulting at length in botii sinking and 
losing their lives. Tho bodiea wore re- 
covered a few hours after. Miss Mc- 
Arthur was a typical Montana girl, and 
had made a einull fortune by her own ef- 
forts. She had a herd of 100 cattle, 
twenty-live horses, two four- horse loams 
snd fciiCUO in money at tho Sun river 
ranch; also a valuable ranch near Butte 
Her body was aent to Buzeman, to be 
buried beside her sister.

Jt teems that not 
one of the dissentient liberals will accept 
('Hiee under Lord Salisbury; even Mr. 
(ioschen, who has no party and no seat 
iu the house, refuses to become a cabinet 
minister in a tory government. The con- 
duct of the dissentient liberals through- 
out the whole controversy has been of tho 
highest character. They have risked tho 
forfeiture of their lieutenancies iu the 
liberal party, and have refused to com- 
pensate themselves by accepting the 
highest rank In tho lory parly; 
tlmy have adhered 6triotly to their 
principles, swerving neither to. the right 
nor to the left for friends or for foes. 
That they havo been fairly supported at 
the polls shows that the English people 
null admire independence of character 
and backbone. Lord Salisbury has an- 
nounced his intention of dealing with tho 
Irish question by introducing to parlia- 
ment a bill for the extension of local self- 
government.

Tho Wostorn Union has long enjoyed 
tho exclusive control of the telegraph 
lines in Canada, and of all communication 
between tho United States and tho Do- 
minion. It has also been the only lino 
having complete connection between the 
oast and the Pacifio ooaHt. Both these 
exclusive privileges are about to vanish 
through the extension of the service of 
tho Commercial Cable company and its 
feeder the Postal Telegraph Cable com- 
pany. These two companies have just 
concluded contracts with tho Canadian 
Pacific company which will result in im- 
portant extensions of tolegraphic facili- 
ties and open to competition a vast terri- 
tory which has heretofore boon under tho 
oontrol of a monopoly. 

TUP. POSTAL TO TUK FORK. 

The postal telegraph property, which 
was constructed in part by the issue of 
mortgage bomb, has during tho past year 
been operated by Messrs. A. B, Chandler 
and Henry Roseneras rocoivor. The com- 
pany has been recognized under tho namo 
of the Postal Telegraph Cable company at 
the moderate capitalization of $5,000,000 
and w.thout bunds, debts, litigation, or 
einharassment of any kind. Mr. Chand- 
ler is president of the new company. Its 
lines and cnuect ions reach most of the 
principal cities of the Missouri river. Its 
wires arc all of copper or of compound 
steel and copper Tiie company has done 
much of tho commercial business between 
the exchanges of New Vork and Chicago, 
and has earned tho good opinion of busi- 
ness men for rapidity and correctness. 
The property of the I'nitod Lines com- 
pany has been operated in connection 
with the I'osial by President Chandler 
for nearly a year past, and the two to- 
gether do a great deal of the land service 
of tho Commercial Cable company. 

The newly opened Canadian Pacific 
Railway company has just completed a 
substantial telegraph lino of several No. 
gauge wires across the continent, through 
British territory, extending from Quebec 
und Montreal to British Columbia, a dis- 
tance of IJ.'JOO miles. An alliance, in the 
shape of a contract for the exclusive ex- 
change of traffic, has just boon concluded 
between tho Canadian Pacilic oompany 
on the one side and the Postal Telegraph 
Cable company, tho Commercial Cable 
company and a number of gentlemen on 
the Pacific coast, all of them interested in 
all of the three companies named. The 
result of this contract will be that by 
Christmas day next there will be a com- 
peting lino of telegraph open between 
New York and tho principal Canadian 
cities and between New York and San 
Francisco and all important points on the 
Pacific coast. -Each company, under the 
contract, ia to work its own line, hut the 
whole system will he unified and practi- 
cally operated as one. The Canadian Pa- 
cific has secured the services of Charles R. 
Husmer as general manager. Uo is said 
to bo one of the ablest telegraph maling- 
ers in Canada. 

completing: tuk chain. 

To complete the system the Postal 
Telegraph Cable company haa begun the 
construction of a line from Now York to 
tho Canadian border, near Morristown, 
N. Y. The Canadian Pacific is building 
an extension to meet it from Montreal. 
This will he completed .September 1st, 
and will gue a direct connection between 
New York and tho principal cities of 
Canada. The Canadian Pacific lines are 
also to be extended at once from Mon- 
treal to St. John, Halifax, and other 
points in the British maritime provinces 
of Nova Scotia and Now Brunswick. 
Another important connection is to be 
built on September lit from the terminus 
of the postal hoes 111 Chicago to St. Puul, 
Minneapolis and Duluth, Iu connect with 
tho Canadian Pacific at St. Vincent a 
little later. 

Work will be begun immediately to ox- 
tend the Canadian Pacilic lines to tho 
terminus of the Canadian Pacilic railway 
111 British Columbia 10 Portland, Or., 
San Francisco and Sacramento. This will 
put the Commercial Cable company in 
direct connection with all points in the 
Dominion of Canada and with the Pacific 
coast. Interested parties have also iu 
contemplation the scheme uf laying an 
ocean cable ' from the Pacific coast to 
China. 

A SRRIOCa BLOW TO WESTERN UNION. 

This new telegraphic extension will be 
a serious blow to the Western Union, for 
the reason that that company has a long 
leuse ol ihe (ireat Northwestern Tele- 
graph company -..I Canada, under which 
the Western Union guarantees 8 per cent, 
on a larger issue of stock and U per cent, 
on another issue. The Northwestern is a 
oompany formed like the Manhattan Ele- 
vated railway company — to operate the 
Montreal aud the Dominion companies, 
111 the lirst ol which ihu Western Union 
ia responsible for K per cent, dividends 
uiid on the latter per cent. Of course, 
tho Western Union, m binding itself to 
pay such high rales, supposed thut it hud 
an unassailable inonop ly uf telegraphic 
COlilinunicatioil in Canada. President 
Chandler, of ihe Postal company, said 
yesterday, in answer to 11 Herald's re- 
porter's questions, that it wua almost cer- 
tain that the Western Union would have 
to meet a deficit now the monopoly ia 
broken. The Northwestern company 
could earn H per cent, while it hud the 
exclusive control of their business, but 
with a competing company able to serve 
the public just as well and just as cheaply, 
the North we item would not be able to 
earn Us very high lixed charges. 

As to tho service hotween New York 
and Ihe Pacific coust, which hasulau been 
monopolized by Western Union over since 
the Atlantic aud Pacilic Telegraph com- 
pany was merged iu the Western Union 
in 1H77 , that will also be effectually 
broken down by the new arrangement, 
Mr. Chandler Haiti, because over the 
Canadian Pucilio wires messages can ho 
sent just us quickly, if not more rapidly, 
than over the Western Union connections,

RUSSIA DOES NOT WANT 
INDIA. 

Kill is Keeping Her Weather 
Eye on Constantinople. 

Lo n oon , July 28.— The Daily News 
publishes an important interview bearing 
upon political events in England with the 
Russian Prince Doudakotf Korsakoff, the 
governor of the Caucasus. The prince 
says that Russia does not want British 
India and will take no further steps in the 
direction of the British territory, What 
Russia wants is Constantinople. Keeping 
within reach of India may eventually 
make things easier all around. Despatches 
from the European capitals show thut a 
flutter has beon caused by the prospect of 
Lord Randolph Churchill being English 
foreign secretary. But .the appointment 
is not made, und it is more probable that 
Salisbury will offer tha alternative of the 
leadership of the house on returning to 
Norway. Hartiugton's promise to Salis- 
bury makes him master of decomposition 
of the ministry, and he may bo expected 
to use his power against Churchill. 

THden's Last Hours. 

Dr. Simmons, bis physician, who lives 
next to Cirevstone, -says that Tildeu 
hud been in unusually good health dur- 
ing the last four months. He had tak- 
en great pleasure in his home, bis 
greenhouses, his choice live stouk and 
his yacht Viking, and in reading and 
entertaining his friends. He was at- 
tacked by nausea and diarrhoea ouSut- 
urday afternoon, but this yielded to 
mild treatment so that 011 Monday he 
was able to take u ride. He continued 
in his usual health until Tuesday after- 
noon, when the nausea and diarrhoea 
returned. He, however, passed some 
time in his library in the evening, a* 
waa his custom. 

On being assisted to his bedroom by 
Dr. Simmons, the tirst sign of aproach- 
ing failure r.f the heart was noticed by 
his dillicult breathing while ascending 
the stairs. He was put to bod and care- 
fully watched and nourished through 
the night, but. bis strength gradually 
failed. At about eight o'olock thiB 
morning, Dr. Samuel Swift was sum 
tiioned by Dr. Simmons for cousultu 
•ion. On Or. Swift's arrival be found 
Mr. Tilden seated in bis easy chair in 
which he had been placed to relieve 
his breathing. He had lost the power 
of speech about an hour before and wan 
evidently Hearing the end. He quiet- 
ly passed away within fifteen minutes 
after Dr. Swift's arrival.

Pittsburg, Ph., July 20. — Mrs, 
John Prill, of South twenty-eighth 
street, made a mistake which may cost 
her her eyesight and disfigure her face 
for life. She became greatly frightened 
when the terrible storm which passed 
over this section broke in its fury, and 
run up 10 her bed chamber for tt vase 
of holy water with which lo sprinkle 
herself, 111 the hope that iti that way she 
might ward oil' impending danger. In 
the excitement of the moment and the 
semi darkness of the room, she seized 
a bottle lilled with sulphuric acid. 
She dashed a considerable quantity of 
it in her face and over her head. The 
tirst intimation ehe bad of her mistake 
was the ti rrible pain. The neighbors 
hearing her cries, ran in. They found 
her lying 011 the tioor almost crazeJ 
with pain. (Ireat red blotches were al- 
ready appearing on her face and neck. 
It was some time before the situation 
was understood, but when it was, 
everything possible was done to stop 
the work of the acid. She will, in all 
probability, lose her eyesight, and her 
face may be disfigured. Thfl ucid bad 
eaten into the llesh before its course 
was stayed.

Yet 
"cognac" is as plentiful as ever, the 
progress of falsification having more 
than kept pace wiib the ravages of the 
phylloxera The coarsest beet root or 
potato spirit can, it Beema, be convert- 
ed into what passes, or at leiihl, is sold, 
for French brandy bv the addition of a 
small quantity of u substance known as 
the "essential oil of wim- k-i-s." This 
Stufl is not even what claims to be, be- 
ing in fact a product formed from cer- 
tain fatty substances, among which 
cocoa, butter and castor oil are men- 
tioned, after being treated with nitric 
acid, a cortain amount of tuotliylic and 
Other alcohols being added to impart 
tho requisite vinous tlavor to the com- 
pound. This BUflicea to give the spirit 
its "bouquet." It is colored with car- 
amel, and nothing more remains to be 
done but to bottle it and lubel it 
"Vieux Cognac."

Hurtington presided, und among 
those present were Joseph Chamberlain, 
dames ltyland, Cains, bloats und .fessie 
Colloids Harrington, in a long speech 
upon the coining parliamentary work, 
proposed that all the uttitude of hostility 
towards the adherents of the late govern- 
ment bu abandoned, and that tho liberal 
sections should co-operate in the endea- 
vor to procure the enactment of useful 
legislation, and oppose unitodly all pro- 
posals looking to the separation of the 
empire. Ho hold that the consolidation 
of tho party wua only a matter of time. 
[Cheers. | Towards that end the unionists 
should at once identify themselvea with 
the rest of the liberals by taking their 
seats in the commons among them. Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain followed, and said 
he would willingly accept the leadership if 
Bartington's resolution was unanimously 
adopted that the radicals and unionista 
should work together under leadeis whoars 
privy councillors, and should claim aeata 
in the commons on un ei|iiulity with Glad- 
stonian lenders. 

Parliament reassembled this afternoon. 
Mr. Gladstone, when he went into tho 
oominotiB, took luu neat on the front op- 
position bench, directly opposite his ,ad- 
rariary, unnoticed. Chamberlain soon 
afterwards entered and sat down on the 
same bench, which was occupied also by 
Harrington and .InhnMorley, Gladstone's 
chief secretary for Ireland, Harrington 
sitting between Morley and Chamberlain.

P'reseui uu Address to Mir John 
MUi4'4lonuId. 

A deputation of the Knights of Labor 
waited upon Sir John Macdonald at Ihe 
Driard yesterday to present him with an 
address of the organization upon ques- 
tions intimately affecting their interests. 
In substance, the address referred to the 
completion of the Canadian IV-ilio rail- 
way, congratulating the premier upon hia 
political connection with the work, but 
dwelt with especial earuoatuosa on the 
subject of Chinese labor in this province, 
representing that the thousand* of cooliea 
yet in the province, after the cessation of 
Canadian Pacific railway construction, 
prevented the white laboring man from 
competing with them on terms of equality, 
it being impossible for whites to adapt 
themselves to similar habits and mode of 
living. That the local government had 
paa6ed several acta calculated to remedy 
the Chinese evil, but such legislation had 
been diaallowed by the Dominion, im- 
properly, they thought, being of opinion 
that the province being most concerned, 
action in this regard should be left in 
its hands as provided by the Act of Union. 
Tho opinion waa alao expressed that the 
Restriction act waa not properly enforced, 
and the hope waa ventured .that in the 
event of public expenditure upon govern- 
ment works at Eaquitnalt there would ha 
no employment of Chinese, for the rea- 
sons tho works, if erected, will in time of 
war require to be manned by the yeotuen 
of Britain, Canada, and the other colonies, 
as it was well known that tor such pur- 
poses Chinese were utterly worthless ; and 
that it waa the duty of the government, aa 
a matter of public policy to encourage ' 
the settlement of the province by those , 
of their own kindred who will make it 
their permanent home. The committee 
also represented ihe evils of the Chinese 
presence and suggested that the premier 
allow himself to be escorted by them 
thi ough Chinatown that he might have 
an opportunity oi judging for him- j 
self of the value of Chinese | 
cooliea aa immigrants. Other j 
subjects touched upon were tho necessity ' 
of public works being owned by the people 
and tho objectionable monetary svs- i 
torn of the Domimou govern- j 
inent, the Knights being convinced that 
the present system of curienoy was a tax 
upon the people by the discount charged 
upon bills, and that private corporations 
rather than the government received tho 
benefits therefrom. The address closed 1 
with tho best wishes for the health and sufe 
return of Sir John and Lady Macdonald. 

The premier in reply after thanking the j 
deputation for their welcome and reference ! 
to himself and wife, hoped that the com- j 
mittee would still further enlighten him in j 
reference to uuy lack of enforcement of tho | 
Chinese restriction act. The act was prac- 
tically uu imperial question and must bo 
treated as Buoh. The suggestion that all 
public works ahould bo owned by the people 
lie promised should roceive,his best consid- 
eration; but tho banking system of the 
country was, he said, far too powerful for 
uuy government to cope with, and that any 
reference with legislative enactments in this 
regard might prove dangerous 

The deputation having expressed thei.- 
thanks, withdrew.

The Chief Justice Derides Ad- 
versely lo the c. P. it. 
Company. 

In the case of Messrs. H. V. Edmonds, 
John Johnson, Win, A. Duncan, Hector 
M. Stramberg, James A. Clark, Donald 
Chiaholm, Joseph 0. Armstrong, and 
Thos. L Briggs versu* the Canadian Pu- 
oilic Railway Company, Chief Justice Sir 
M. B Begbie gavo judgment yeaterday. 
The plaintiffs sought to restrain the de- 
fondants from extending the main lino of 
the C. P. R. from Port Moody to Coal 
Harbor and Engliah Bi«y. The judgment 
grants the injunction sought for by the 
plaintiffa, who aro largo property ownora 
at Port Moody, on the ground that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 'a charter 
grants power to construct a railway to 
Port Moody only, this point being there 
in described as tho Pacific terminus ol the 
railroad. Tho injunction only oti'eota the 
property of the plaintiffs. Appeal will bo 
taken to the divisional court, consisting of 
t wo or more judges of the supreme court, 
other tkan the judge from whose decision 
ihe appeal is taken. This decision ia 
final, unless the case is taken before tho 
supremo court of Canada, This decision 
ia directly opposed to that of Judge Oray 
and the result will bo the deferring of the 
completion of the line to Vancouver. 
Messrs. Davie A Pooley for the plaintiffa 
and Messrs Drako, Holnickon & Jackson 
for defendants.

THROUGH TIIF. ROCKIES. 

Description of Mountain Scenery av a 
Travelled, 

The Montreal Gazette publishes the 
following cxtractH from private letters 
written by Mr. James F. D. Clack, 
the Montreal city treasurer, describing 
his railroad trip through the Rockios: 

"At Hftctor, where we were detain- 
ed, 1 got a glimpse of the highest peak 
of the Rockies, covered with snow, 
which shone in the early morning sun, 
through the smoky atmosphere and ap- 
peared like fleecy clouds. J could hard- 
ly be convinced that it was other thau 
a cloud, but the former remained un- 
changed, thus showiug that it was the 
mountain in its towering grandeur. On 
the other nidi) of the burnt bridge we 
took the train again and

or highest point of the road. The de- 
scent was very rapid passing alongside 
of the Kicking Horse river, which 
went roaring down the canons, at 
places rushing 150 fset below. Field is 
down at the foot of the hills; the river 
hore broadens into a wide basin and is 
comparatively quiet, the wator the 
color of clay. Since leaving Field the 
train runs in the valley of the Otter 
Tail; on both sidex, the mountains rise 
precipitously and many places are 
Hnowclad. 1 again say that it is grand. 
We are now rising, the river is far be 
low us and we will continue to mount 
the hills to overcome the Selkirk ranj;e. 
1 must conclude so as not to lira 
the mail, and 1 cannot refrain, how- 
ever, from referring to the scene we 
are now passing. Uelow is the river — 
the Otter Tail — winding rapidly be- 
tween the steep clay banks. The color 
of the water looked at from a distance 
given the impression that it is fro/en, 
but that it never is, 1 think, for it 
rushes with the rapidity of Niagara be- 
low the falls. I hope to reach New 
Westminster by to-morrow evening, 
and shall be glad of the rest and 
quiet." Another letter is dated from 
North Bend, Fraser river, above Yale, 
13. C., July the 16th, 1886: "Yester- 
day our train was much delayed, and 
the atmosphere was smoky to such a 
degree that one could not do much of 
anything. We have continued to

snow-covered mountain peaks were 
continually in sight; the river banks 
were precipitous to a degree 1 never 
before saw. All afternoon and during 
the night we passed the burning woods 
— the fire extending to the track at 
one place. We were delayed four hours 
by the burning of a lot of square tim- 
ber alongside of the rails. The heat 
was so great they could not near the 
burning woods. So they had to wait 
and let it burn out. During the night 
1 saw a magnificent sight in the burn- 
ing woods. Great trees over 100 feet 
high, burning from root to summit, 
one greatjpillar of|tire. We are now run- 
ning the banks of the Fraser on the 
edge of the river, and the streum rac 
ing like the current of Niagara, seeth- 
ing and foaming, indicating so great a 
force, that no boat but a powerful 
steamer could stem it. The banks rise 
several hundred feet high, and our 
train is running on ;i track cut out of 
tin- mountain cliff, just like one step 
nastairoa.se — if you can imagine the 
stairbuilder commencing his work by 
hewing out the centre step. We follow 
the banks of the river. You may be 
sure the road winds about in a wonder- 
ful way, at one time the sun shines on 
one side, thou again on the other, the 
train occasionally passing through tun- 
uols cut in the mountain's side. I hope 
to be in Westminster this evening. 
Our train is ten hours late. Taking it 
all in all my trip kas been most enjoy- 
able. The scenery far exceeded my ex- 
pectations; it was one surprise after 
another that is experienced in going 
through this sea of inountaiiiB. 

1 have just dined and fared most 
sumptuously, salmon caught this morn- 
ing, good mutton, tnioe dessert, with 
white cherries of excellent quality, 
this, wi/h a capital cup of iced tea, 
enables me to say that anyone who de 
sires for bettor faro is hard to satisfy."
